Birmmivonam, Ala. May 10.—{Special.}— 
This is a great church-going city. At the 
hour of morning servios, crowds besieged the 
churches and went from one to another look- 
ing for a place to wedge their way in. Long 
before the hour of 11 o’clock, when the service 
begins in all the churches, the seats were 
taken and people stood two or three deep 
around the walls and vestibules.

M’DOUGALL RELEASED. 


No Evidence Brought Forward Implicating 
yy Him with the Murder. 
CHARLOTTE, N. C., May 10.—[Special.J— 

The murder of Simon Connally at Laurinburg, 


N. C., by his nephew, D. A. McDougall, - 


under startling andhorrifying circumstances, 
an account of which has been published, con- 
tinues a subject of great interest throughout the 
state. In this connection The Chronicle will 
publish the following card from D. I. Har- 
grave, justice of the peace at Laurin- 
burg: 

As one of the officers connected with the in- 
vestigation of the Connally murder yesterday, I 
request you to state in The Chronicle as à matter

All of the accused parties are released, and 
the murderer is yet one of the hidden mysteries 
of this age. No motive for the crime has been 
obtained. No clue to the crime has been dis- 
covered, and the multitude of falsehoods told 
is amazing. The current of opinion here is 
growing rapidly in Mr. McDougall’s favor. 


THE PASSENGERS OBEYED 


When the Train Robbers Told Them te 
Keep Their Seats. 

GuTuHriE, O. T., May 10—Thefsouth-bound 
passenger train on the Santa Fe road was held 
up last night by five masked men. The gang 
is snpposed to have been the notorious Dalton 
boys who had been seen in this neighborhood 
recently. They boarded the train at Wharton 
and detached the engine and express car and 
then proceeded two miles south and robbed 
the express car of al! the money it contained. 
It is believed. the amount stolen is 
not very large. The passengers were not mo- 
lested, but a more frightened lot cannot be 
imagined, The bandits informed them when 
they proceeded down ,the train to the engine 
and express car that they were to remain 
Within the coaches in order to secure them- 
selves. They obeyed. 

A Shrewd Messenger. 

Kansas City, May 10—A special from 
Guthrie, 1. T., says the skill with which the 
Wells-Fargo express car of the Santa Fe train 
was robbed last night, was only exceeded by 
the skill with which the express messenger 
os the property in his car from the 

andits. When the robbers boarded the train 

at Wharton the messenger was looking out of 
the door of his car and seeing what 
owas going on, immediately apprehended 
danger. e closed and locked his door, and 
then commenced to hide the money and val- 
uables in his keeping in places of safety, where 
they would escape detection dy the robbers. 
While the bandits were detaching the engine 
and express car from the rest of the train, and 
were running it to the place where the rob- 
bery occurred, two miles distant, the messen- 

er disposed of most of the  valua- 

les in places of safety. Then 
he locked the safe. When the robbers 
appeared at the door of the express car he 
made a show of resistance, but finally ad- 
immediately made for the 
safe and demanded that it be opened. With 
assumed reluctance the messenger opened it, 
and at the command of the leader he handed 
out the contents, among which was a 
package of worthless papers. 

Most of the money had been hid down the 
stove pipe which was not being used. In the 
search which the robbers made of the car they 
overlooked that hiding place, but stumbled on 
a package of $500, which they secured.

WILL BE REORGANIZED. 

The Westinghouse Electric Company With 
New Managers. 

PITTSBURG,’ Pa., May 10.—Negotiations 
looking to the reorganization of the Westing- 
house Electric Companywill now be brought to 
issue, providing the stockholders agree. The 
plan is to be carried out by a syndicate, compos- 
ed of AugustiBelmont, the New York banker, 
Charles Fairchild, of Lee, Higginson & Co., 
and Brayton Ives, president of the Western 
National bank, of New York, who, with 
Henry D. Hyde, president of the Equitable 
Life Insurance company; Marcellus Hartley, 
of Hartley & Graham, of New York, and 
Charles Francis Adams, of Boston, have 
agreed to become members ofthe board of di- 
rectors upon Completion of the organization. 

The syndicate above referred to, with certain 
creditors of the company, has agreed to take 
$3,000,000 of 7 percent preferred stock, upon 
the assent of the stockholders to the plan, 
which comprises the tollowing propositions. 
The present authorized capital, $10,000,000, is 
not to be increased; holders of outstanding 
stock, smounting to about $7,000,000, all of 
which is common stock, are to surrender 40 per 
cent of their holdings into the treasury.

NINE STORIES OF BLAZE. 


4 LARGE CONFLAGRATION IN NEW 
YORK. 


A TOUGH JOB FOR THE BRAVE FIREMEN. 


How the Fire Was Reached—Two Towers 
Pour Immense Volumes of Water 
and Check the Flames. 


New Tonk, May 10.—A most disastrous 
fire visited Frances H. Leggett & Co., whole- 
sale grocers, at the junctiou of Varcock, 
Franklin and West Broadway, at 3:30 o’clock 
this afternoon. Before the flames were gotten 
under control $400,000 worth of damage was 
done to the stock and $30,000 to the building. 
The stock was insured for $500,000, and the 
insurance on the building could not be as 
certained. The fire broke out on the top 
floor of the nine-story building, which was 
exclusively occupied by Leggett & Co.’s im- 
mense establishment. 

HARD WORK OF THE FIREMEN. 

The firemen soon saw that they had a stub- 
born fight before them, and five alarms and a 
number of special signals were sent out for 
additional engines. Two water towers were 
brought into requisition, and sent immense 
volumes of water into the building, while great 
crowds looked upon the work of destruction. 
The flames were kept from working their 
way down below the eighth story. The 
volume of water that had to be 
poured into the building to effect this 
was immense, the two water towers with 
their tremendous avalanches of water being 
poured into the building at thesame time. To 
avoid a dangerous back draft, a force of 
men sent up a fifty-foot ladder, extending 
from the roof of a schoolhouse at the rear of 
Leggett & Co.’sand when they had gained 
the lofty roof they cut a hole twenty-five feet 
square that made a vent for the vast amount of 
smoke and gas that had been accumulating. 
They were driven back by the smoke and 
flames, 

THE ROOF FALLS IN. 

The street at the southeast end of the burn- 
ing building had but just been cleared of peo- 
ple when, at 5:20 o’clock p. m., the tower, 
mansard roof and coping and stone pillars, 
which formed a part of this portion of the 
building, fell with a crash on to the elevated 
structure and the street. The firemen who 
were playing on the fire from that point of 
vantage at one time appeared doomed, but 
they, too, had fortunately seen 
the danger that theatened and _ filed, 
not a moment to soon. The elevated struc- 
ture was not injured so as to prevent the run- 
ning of trains. An estimate of the loss is 
given by a member of the firm, He said the 
top floor was occupied by machinery used in 
the manufacture of the various products made 
by the firm. The eighth flooris occupied with 
flour and cereals. The seventh floor was 
occupied by tea and coffee. 


RAGING FOREST FIRES. 


Great Damage Done to New Jersey Pine 
Timber. 

MILLVILLE, N. J., May 10.—A disastrous 
forest fire is raging in Cape May county today. 
It broke out yesterday between Mount Pleas- 
ant and Petersburg, and was started, it is re- 
ported, by Charles Cramer, who was burning 
brush, and spread over three miles in one @i- . 
rection and four miles in another. The vil 
of Petersburg was completely surrounded by 
the flames yesterday. The fire has burned on 
both sides of the new Seashore railroad. This 
morning the fire jumped in a westerly di- 
rection. The damage is estimated at $25,000. 
Acres of fine pine timber have been burned 
over; also some oak of eight and ten years’ 
growth. 


A OAR THIEF CAUGHT 


After a Chase of Over Five Thousand 
Miles. 

Sr. Paur, Minn., May 10.—The leader of a 
band of train robbers who operated in Virginia, 
was brought into the city this morning by 
Chief Detective W. G. Baldwin, of the Nor- 
folk and ‘Western Railroad Company, and 
lodged in the county jail. The man under 
arrest is John Mehan, thirty-four years old, 
for a time yardmaster of the rail- 
road division at Roanoke, Va. For 
some time mysterious robberies?of valuable, 
from freight cars took place, but as the seals 
on the cars were not broken, it was almost im- 
possible to find out where the robberies took 


place. 
Detective Baldwin set to work and aftera 


| few weeks located the gang, of which Mehan 


was leader. As he possessed sealing irons, it 
was a simple matter to rob the cars and 

them. all the fellows who were arrested 
pleaded guilty, but Mehan got away. Dectec- 
tive Baldwin followed him through New York, 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, Illinois and Canada 
back to Chicago, through Minnesota, and 
located him on Friday in Dakota. 

The requisition papers held by the officer 
were for Montana and the detective by a ruse 
yesterday succeeded in Inring the train rob- 
ber over the border, arresting him on the train 
near Hayfield, Mon.

OUR TREATY WITH SPAIN. 


General Foster Fails on the Reciprocity 
ä Plan. : 
Maprip, May 10.—General John W. Foster, 

American reciprocity envoy, having failed in 

his negotiations for a general treaty between 

Spain and the United States, suggested a secret 

treaty, which also failed to meet the approval 

of the Spanish ministry. He, therefore, agreed 
to conclude a simple convention on the basis 

O'Donnell proposed for the treaty. This con- 

vention necessarily comprises a double tariff— 

the first commencing July ist and enduring 
till the Spanish treaties with other powers are 
renounced, in July. 1892, when the second 
comes into operation. The convention pro-. 
vides for the free entry into the United States 
of sugar, honey, cocoa, coffee and skins from 
the Spanish est Indies, tobacco and iron 
ore paying theduty exacted by the new United 

States tariff. In exchange Spain’s colonies in 

the West Indies are to receive American coal, 

ice, wood, boots, shoes, fresh and salt meats 
and fish, either free or under a small duty, 
while butter and drippings are entirely 
exempt, and the duty on flour 
is reduced from three and as half 
to one and a half dollars per barrel, with the 
same reduc on corn.

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CHASING THE CHILIAN

THE CRUISER CHARLESTON UNDER 
ORDERS, 


SETS QUT AFTER THE FUGITIVE VESSEL 


| The Steamship Omaha Also Looking for the 
Itata—Silence of the Navy Depart- 


Wasuinctron, May 10.— While there are no 
new developments regarding the reported 
issuance of orders to the cruiser Charieston 
and the men-of-war composing the South Pa- 
cific squadron to go after and seize the insur- 
gent vessel Itata, which is now supposed to be 
on her way to Chili with arms taken from the 
schooner Robert and Minnie, it is 
believed that orders have been sent 
to Admiral Brown, commanding the Pa- 
cific station, and to Admiral MoCann, 
commanding ships of the South Pacific station, 
to capture the Itata, by force, if necessary, and 
take her to the first American port. 

The greatest air of secrecy surrounds the 
affair, and tonight itis utterly impossible to 
learn that any orders of any nature regarding 
the Itata have been issued by the navy depart- 
ment, or would be issued. There are the 
strongest reasons for believing that orders 
were issued yesterday, before Secretary Tracy 
left the department, and that the Charleston 
is now on her way south after the Itata. 

THE CHARLESTON UNDER ORDERS. 

San Francisco, Cal., May 10.—A morning 
paper states that when the Charleston sailed 
Saturday morning it was under sealed orders. 
A cipher dispatch was received by Captain 
Remy at midnight Friday. It took over three 
hours to translate the dispatch, and at 4 
o’clock in the morning ail the visitors were 
ordered ashore, and the Charleston hastily put 
to sea. 

The Charleston is provisioned and coaled for 
a long cruise, and instead of going outside to 
try her guns, as was the general supposition, 
it is stated she has gone in pursuit of the 
Chilian steamer Itata with orders to capture 
her. 
orders are to keep on until Admiral Brown is 
encountered in Chilian waters. 

The transfer of arms, ammunition, etc., from 
the schooner Robert and Minnie to the Itata 
was not completed until Friday afternoon; so 
that theinsurgent vessel has a start of thirty- 
six hours. The Charleston has not yet re- 
turned to this port, as she would have done by 
this time if she had gone outside simply for 
target practice. 

WHAT BURT SAYS. 

Los ANGELES, Cal., May 10.—George A. 
Burt, agent for Chilian insurgents, who had 
charge of the Robert and Minnie’s cargo, and 
who is now under arrest here, 
was interviewed today. He insisted 
that he has violated no law, and 
seems to be confident that he will be released. 
The government should have got after Hartley 
and Graham, of Ilion, N. Y., manufacturing 
exports of arms shipped on the schooner, and 
not after him. When pressed to speak 
of e his voyage on the ‘schooner 
Robert and Minnie, Burt said that 
there was nothing mysterious about her at all. 

JAs the arms had been shipped by rail from the 
“east, and loaded on the vessel at Oakland, iu 
“broad daylight, there had Been no attempt at 
concealment, because there was no necessity 
for it. She left at 6 o'clock in 
the morning, and not at 3 o’clock as 
eported. When boarded by the customs offi- 
cers at Catalina, the vessel's manifest was 
shown and several other papers. He at first 
said that there was something suspicious about 
the vessel, and he lefta man on board, but, 
after telegraphing to Washington,subsequently 


took him off again. 
The vessel then cruised about for several 


days, but finally got tired of waiting and as 
he could gain no information as tothe where- 
abouts of the steamer he was expecting, 
he determined to put in at San 
Diego. On artrival at the mouth 
of the harbor, however, he sighted a steamer 
lying in the stream within, and at once put 
about, and soon afterward received a com- 
munication from her. Soon afterward a tug, 
on which were Marshal Gard and Detective 
Morse, bore down on them, and steamed 
within 100 yards of her, but did not hail her, 
much to the surprise of Burt ‘and crew of the 
schooner. On Thursday morning, they dis- 
charged the cargo and, after taking Pilot Dill 
on board, sailed to San Pedro, where they 
arrived yesterday afternoon. Burt refused 
to say where the schooner discharged her 
cargo, but he did not deny that the 
arms had been placed on one of 
the small islands in the San Cleminte 
group. Burt expressed himself as confident 
that the Itata could not possibly have been 
detained by force at the hands of the United 
States marshal, as her crew would most cer- 
tainly have resisted any attempt to board her. 
He also exprestgd surprise that Mar- 
shal Gard did not seize the schooner 
wien he went out to her in 
a tug, if she was to have been seized at all. 
Burt has telegraphed the facts as to his arrest 
to Senator Trumbull,,engaged attorneys and 
will fight the case, but appears to be expect- 
ing advices from Washington ordering his re- 
lease. Pilot Dill, of San Diego, came up from 
San Pedro in the evening with United States 
Marshal Gard. 

Dill says he had no alternative but to take 
the Itata to sea. He says the captain put 
three armed Chilians on either side of him and 
remained himself with a revolver to see that 
he did not run the steamer aground. 

He says he saw fifty to sixty armed men on 
board, but there may have been more, and 
two cannon on the foward deck. He was told 
there were six more cannon and two Gatling 
guns on board. Dill says he is confident that 
the vessel would have resisted any attempt to 
detain ber as a matter of life or 
death. He says the Itata was a veritable 
man-of-war when he took her out of the har- 
bor, but had the appearance of a merchant ves- 
sel when he brought her in. 

oO’ FARRELL Is MUM. 

Captain O Farrell of the schooner refuses to 
make any admissions, and says he did not 
know he was violating any law, but refuses 
to say what became of his cargo beyond the 
fact that he has a clean receipt forfeverything; 
that he would not have been captured had he 
had his full crew.

These vessels will load with vissated. the duty 
on which will bring the insurgents a 
sum. Although Goday has failed to raise for 
Balmaceda the loan in Europe, the agent of 
the congressional party has been promised 
assistance here. 


A DESPERADO KILLED. 


John Pendor Shot Down in the Steets of 
Milton, Fla. 


MonrTGomMERY, Ala., May 10.—[Special.]— 
Governor Jones this morning received a tele- 
gram from Pensacola, Fla., that Detective 
Cheatham, of this city, had, in an attempt to 
arrest John W. Penton, a fugitive from jus- 
tice from this state, shot and killed him. 
Cheatham and his party left here Friday night 
with a requisition on the governor of Florida 
forthe return of Penton to this state, where 
he was convicted of murder in the first degree 
and made his escape before being sentenced. 
The party left Pensacola last night on a spe- 
cial train for Milton, Fla., where Penton has 
been residing since his flight from Alabama. 
Cheatham’s party numbered seventy-six white 
men and one negro. They began a quiet 
search for Penton, but their presence soon 
became known and their purpose was 
foiled. Penton was informed of it and 
began organizing a force to resist arrest. In the 
meanwhile he was walking boldly and de- 
fiantly about the streets of the little town. 

About half past 10 o’clock, Cheatham and 
his party, who were on the lookout, located 
him and as he was crossing one of the main 
streets of the town, they closed in on him with 
arush and before he could defend himself 
they had him under arrest and handcuffed. 

As soon as Penton realized that he was cap- 
tured, he raised an outcry, swearing that they 
should never take him away from Milton, and 
almost instantly the outcry was followed by a 
fusilade of bullets from all directions poured 
in on Chestham and his men. Penton was 


handcuffed and the officers. left him fora | 


few moments to get ont their arms 
to defend themselves, but the moment that 
Penton was released he started off in a run, 
and before he had gone twenty feet he was shot 
down and when the officers reached him he 
was dead. They secured his body and fought 
their way back to the special train on which 
they returned to Pensacola carrying the dead 
body of the outlaw with them. 

Pensacola was reached after midnight and 
in pursuance to directions from Governor 
Jones Penton’s body was turned over to his 
relatives for burial. 

Of Cheatham’s party four received wounds 
in the melee. H. Adams was shot in the 
back, shoulder and leg; pretty seriously hurt, 
W. D. Cheatham slightly wounded in the leg. 


D. S. Jackson slightly wounded in the knee 
and hand. Oscar Fagan, negro, shot in the 


jaw.

She was greeted to the palace gates with float- 
ing islands, and torches and the thunders of can- 
non aud tireworks that set the night ablaze, and 
a burst of music that lifted the who'e acene into 
enchantment. Beginning in that way. it went 
on from joy to joy, and from excitement to ex- 
citement, and from rapture to rapture. That 
was the great banquet that Lord Leicester 
spread in Kenilworth castle. 

Cardinal Wolsey entertained the French 
ambassadors in Hampton court. The best 
cooks of all the land provided for the table. 
The guests were kept hunting in the parks all 
the day, so that their appetites might be keen,

The Democratic Policy. 

It is the singular good fortune of Editor 
Henry Watterson that he is always able to 
make himself interesting. He has an at- 
tractive Individuality to begin with, and he 


has the knack of imparting its flavor to 


whatever he says or does; so that whether 
he is sentimental or practical, whether we 
agree or disagree with him, we are always 
interested in what he does and iu what he 
has to say. 

We have sometimes thought that Editor 
Watterson was impracticable in some of his 
plans and too impulsive in others; in short, 
we have freely and frequently differed with 
him on questions affecting democratic policy, 
but always with sincere respect for his ability 
and experience, It gives us pleasure, there- 
fore, to note that Editor Watterson is in- 
clined to discuss the prospects of the next 
campaign from the point of view of Tur 
CONSTITUTION. We find his latest utter- 
ances quoted in The Waco (Texas) Day, and 
they form an unanswerable defense of those 
democrats who, like the editor of this paper, 
thought that the democrats should reaffirm 
in 1888 the platform on which they won in 
1884. 

As our readers know, THE CONSTITU- 
TION, with à great many democrats, urged 
the readoption of the platform of 1884, on 
which the party had won. This policy was 
not only overruled, but the motives of those 
who suggested it were called in question by 
the various sutlers and hucksters who in- 
habit the democratic camp for the plunder 
they can pick up. Even at this moment, a 
democratic tramp named Jones, who is 
temporarily situated in St. Louis, is engaged 
in denouncing those who deemed it prudent 
to go into the campaign of 1888 for the pur- 
pose of winning. Mr. Watterson’s remarks 
on this subject, as quoted by our Texas con- 
temporary, are refreshing: 


It is 1884 repeated. In 1884, as most of you 
know, I wrote the tariff plank in the platform of 
the national democracy. It was called a “strad- 
dle,” that plank, but you remember that we went 
to the country on itand triumphed. It met the 
emergency. In 1888, when the party met again, 
Senator Gorman and others wanted another strad- 
dle. I told them no; that four years had wrought 
a great change; that the time had come to speak 
out; that the message sent to congress by the 
president and the Mills bill demanded an utter- 
ance. We did speak out and we were beaten. You 
know as well as I do what beat us. It was not that 
we were not on record, in a manly, intelligent 
way. Wehada mugwump nominee who could 
not even carry his own state. I am not any more 
to blame than the rest of you that he was the nom- 
inee; you know what the situation, what the 
pressure was as well as I do. It is history now, 
and we must all share the responsibility together. 


There is no sentiment here. It is the 
plain, practical, unadorned truth. It is im- 
material whether those who wanted the 
platform of 1884, or those who wanted to 
take advanced ground were right. For the 
result all democrats are responsible. Mr. 
Cleveland, having demonstrated during his 
term of office that he was a mugwump, 
would probably have failed to carry New 
York even with the platform of 1884. We 
are glad, indeed, that Editor Watterson is 
inclined to discuss disagreeable facts without 
flinching. They will have to be met and 
faced at some time in the near future, and 
it will go hard but that frank and sincere 
discussion shall settle them. 

In regard to the silver question, Mr. Wat- 
terson places himself precisely in the attl- 
tude of those democrats who, in 1888, 
wanted the platform of 1884 reaffirmed and 
readopted. He wants the matter left open; 
he wants the party to slip around it and 
leave it where it is. Here is what he says, 
as it is reported in The Waco Day: 


But to the future. There has come up another 
question that confronts us as the tariff did in 1884. 
It is the silver question. I haveno apprehénsion 
about the tariff. Wewill adjust that question. 
Igis what we will do about silver that confronts 
us. My advice is to let silver alone, or if we have 
to allude to it to do so in a way that will not 
antagonize the world. We can declare for a coin- 
age and to an extent that will meet the needs of 
the country; we can be conservative; we can keep 
within bounds. This is my view as an individual 
democrat, and I urge its consideration upon you 
gentlemen and democrats who are listeniag. You 
cannot with safety antagonize the moneyed cen- 
ters. You know the east will be against us in this 
matter. The free or unlimited coinage of silver is a 
mere shibboleth. For God’s sake, let us let it 
alone, and try and elect our ticket in 1892. If we 
do not carry the country then, you may look for 
the force bill and everything else that bodes evil. 
Elect a democratic president and congress, and 
sectionalism is dead forever in this country, and 
that is what we want, to kill out sectionalism. 
Oncé in possession of this government and we 
will deal with silver and ail other questions so 
honestly, so broadly, so patriotically, that we shall 
challenge the judgment of the masses, and, in the 
providence of God, we shall rule this country 
wisely and well, 


Naturally, we do not agree with Mr. Wat- 
terson in this matter. We believe not only 
that there is a vital democratic principle in- 
volved in the proposition to open our mints 
to the free coinage of silver, but that it con- 
tains those elements of popularity necessary 
to commend it to democrats as a definite 
piece of party policy. Yet we do not pro- 
pose to engage in a discussion with Mr. Wat- 
terson on this subject. His able paper has 
been foremost among democratic journals in 
urging the free coinage of silver. For several 
years he has been engaged in educating the 
people on this important subject, and he 
cannot escape the consequences of his ed- 
itorial propagandism. He wants the demo- 
cratic party to let the silver question alone, 
but how can the democratic party treat this 
great question witb indifference when the 
people, in opposition to the republican party 
and its financial methods, have taken it up? 

Mr. Watterson says that the democratic 
party cannot with safety antagonize the 
moneyed centers. Yet it is well known that 
nothing can with safety be injected into the 
democratic policy which will commend it to 
the moneyed centers. They are already 
antagonized, Nothing is more notorious 
than the fact that the republican party has 
for years depended on the moneyed centers 
for its corruption fund. Of the 
only Mr. Gould divides his contributions 
between the two parties. All the rest con- 
fine themselves tc the republican party. 

| But we merely intended to lay before our 
readers the remarks of Mr. Watterson. .

The sick sisters in the northeast ere, e 
the republic should brace up and make the 
best of the new conditions with which they 
are face to face, It is largely their own 
fault if the Canadians poke fun at them. 
Let them quit grumbling, and hope for bet- 
ter things. The bean crop is promising. 


Cotton as a Money Crop. 

The Wilmington Star and other southern 
newspapers agree with THE CONSTITUTION 
that the prosperity of this section depends 
upon the proper diversification of crops. 

As The Star puts it, we spend nearly 
every cent of the $300,000,000, which is the 
annual average value of our cotton for the 
past twenty-five years, in paying for fertil- 
izers and other supplies, and leave the re- 
mainder in the hands of middle men. 

Now, the thing to do is to make the farm 
self-sustaining, independent of the cotton 
crop, and then cotton will be what it should 
be, a money crop. With diversified farming 
as the rule, southern farmers will draw their 
supplies from their own granaries and 
smokehouses. They will breed their own 
horses and mules, and make their own fer- 
tilizers. When they reach this point they 


will double their crops by the intensified sys- 


tem, and have their entire cotton crop to 
represent their margin of profit on their an- 
nual operations. 

Undoubtedly such a change means the 
addition of at least $300,000,000 a year to 
our accumulated capital. Even now we 
are to some extent retaining the profit 
which formerly passed into the hands of the 
northern cotton manufacturer. The Wil- 
mington paper speaks within bounds when 
it says: 

Progress of ithe past decade is merely sugges- 
tive of what the progress of the next decade and 
the next after that will be, when, in addition to 
the plainer and coarser goods with the manufac- 
ture of which she has been content so far she will 
have embarked in the manufacture of the finer 
and more costly goods, and thus cover the whole 
field where she only covered a part. When this is 
done and the south gets all the profits there is in 
cotton, in its raw and finished forms, then it will 
indeed be a money crop, and one which in itself 
may make the south rich. 

In 1880 southern cotton factories con- 
sumed 180,000 bales, and in 1890 they took 
500,000 bales. This is genuine progress, 
but agriculture is the groundwork of our 
prosperity, and until we have diversified 
crops, and make cotton a secondary consid- 
eration we cannot expect a very great 
change for the better. Fortunately, this 
idea is at work in the minds of our farmers, 
and it is to be hoped that it will shortly 
take shape in some concerted plan of action.

Has Created a Good Deal of Talk Among the 


Lawyers—A Newspaper Report of a 
Case and Its Effect. 


The case of ex-Councilman Jim Bell against 
the Richmond and Danville railroad has come 
to a sudden ending in the United States court, 

When court met Saturday morning the 
jury which had been trying the case found 
itself discharged, and on the docket a mistrial 
was entered by order of the court. 

This sudden termination of a case which has 
attracted a great deal of attention has caused 
considerable talk among those who had been 
watching the case, and especially among the 
lawyers, 

Why a mistrial when the case had never 
reached the jury? 

That was the question asked on every side, 
and the asking of it brought out a right pe- 
culiar story. | 

It is said—though nobody seems responsible 
for the statement—that the order of 
the court was due to a newspaper 
report of the case which appeared in an At- 
lanta paper Friday evening. 

That report seemed to unprejudiced readers 
to have an undoubted bearing toward the 
plaintiff’s side of the case, andif the stories 
told are true, the attorneys for the railroad 
seem to have entertained the same opinion. 
This report was believed by the attorneys to 
have been inspired by some of the counsel for 
the plaintiff and its effect, whether so intended 
or not, was talten as prejudicing the jury in 
the plaintiff’s favor. 

It was late Friday night when Captain 
Harry Jackson, general counsel for the Rich- 
mond and Danville, saw the report in ques- 
tion. Captain Jackson was mad—very mad. 
Those who saw him at the time said that he 
expressed himself very vigorously on what he 
considered the unfair advantage that had been 
taken of him in that newspaper article. 
The result was a midnight visit to the 
home of one of the leading counsel for 
the plantiff and a statement that unless a con- 
tinuance of the case were agreed to, the coun- 
sel for the railroad would bring the matter to 
attention of the court and would make formal 
motion for a continuance on the ground of 
undue influence on the jury. 

That is the story as it is going the rounds. 

There is no doubt of such a visit being made 
but of course nobody knows just the conver- 
sation that transpired. 

But the immediate result was apparent in 
the court’s order of a mistrial, and without 
any explanation whatever. 

Both Captain Jackson and Mr. Tom Cobb 
Jackson refused to say a word about the case 
when approached by ConsTrruTION reporters. 

The record is there, it speaks for itself,“ 
was all Captain Jackson would say.

ister is Made.“ St. Paul was set forth as 
an ideal in his great natural endow- 
ments, literary and theological training 
and conversion. 

“His sou: went to the heart of the uni- 
verse, said the minister, and his purpose 
was perfectly identified with God in Christ. 
Law and Christ, death and life are catchwords 
indicating St. Paul’s thought in the text. The 
law isa duplicate, a transcription of God's 
mature. In its spiritualit t. Paul recog- 
nized his own death. brist laid his hand 
upon the race of sinuers and redeemed them 
by vindicating through deepest suffering the 

honor of the law. Complete death to the world 
Is necessary for spiritual liſe in Christ. If the 
- world can appeal to you of the graduating class 
through dust, gold, position, fame, affection, 
hate, malice, or any other means, you need to 
die completely to the world. Moses, Daniel 
and St. Paul were God's great men. Wesley's 
work was world-wide and unending in its in- 
fluence. This is un epoch-making age—and 
hence has largest openings to useful- 
ness. Each e has its great men; 
each race as its colossal man.
